Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19 6A. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  389,  as 
compared  with  386  for  the  previous  year.  The  Standardised  Birth 
Rate  was  16.3,  as  compared  with  15.6  for  the  previous  year  -  the  rate 
for  England  and  Vales  was  18.A. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
3,  as  compared  with  9  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (i.e,  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was  7.5,  as 
compared  with  23-3  for  the  previous  year  -  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  20.0  .  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  17.9,  as  compared 
with  A3  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Vale3  was  28.2.  • 

The  Standardised  Death  rate  of the  general  population  was  11. A,  as 
compared  with  11.8  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England 
Wales  was  11.3.  Of  the  total  deaths  of  all  ages,  namely,  315,  131 
occurred  in  people  aged  75  years  and  over. 

Infectious  Diseases.  ■ 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  62,  as  compared 
with  365  for  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  was  mainly  accounted  for 
by  the  decrease  of  Measles  notified,  AO  in  196A,  as  compared  with  33A 
in  1963. 

Immunization  which 

Details  of  immunization/in  the  main  relate  to  the  child  population, 
are  set  out  in  more  detail.?  in  the  report  proper.  As  it  is  not  feasible 
to  immunize  all  children  born  in  a  particular  year  in  that  same  year,  in 
order  to  determine  the  immunization  state  of  children  aged. 2  years  and 
under,  I  have  taken  into  account  the  number  of  children  born  in  1963, 
and  the  number  of  children  immunized  in  1963  and  196A. 

The  total  number  of  children  born  in  1963  was  386,  and  the  number  of 
children  immunized  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  was 
353,  i.e.  91  f°.  The  figure  ■  for  Poliomyelitis  was  35A,  again  91  fc,  the 

National  average  for  2  year  old  children  immunized  against  Poliomyelitis 
is  60 fo.  The  above  figures  are  entirely  satisfactory  and  reflect  credit 

on  all  concerned  -  not  in  the  least  the  parents  of  the  babies. 

Smallpox 

In  November,  1962,  a  Ministry  of  H  alth  Circular  dealing  with 
vaccination  against  Smallpox  stated  that  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory 
Committee  have  now  advised  that  Smallpox  vaccination  should  be  offered 
to  children  during  their  first  two  years  of  life,  but  preferably  during 
their  second  year  of  life.  This  procedure  has  been  adopted  and  has 
meant  an  alteration  in  the  recording  of  statistics,  but  so  far  as  io.  **.1. 
possible  the  following  figures  are  accurate 

Average  Birth  Rate  for  the  years  1961  and  1962  =  381 

Average  No.  of  vaccinations  of  children  under  the  age  of  2  years  =  367 
Average  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 

for  period  1961  and  1 962  =  96.9. . 
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The  comparable  fig  res  for  1963  and  1964  are:- 
Average  Birth  Rate  =  388 

Average  No.  of  vaccinations  under  the  age  of  two  years  =  115 

Percentage  of  children  vaccinated  against  Smallpox  =  29 .4/fe*~ 


In  1982  there  were  cases  of  Smallpox  in  England  and  this 
no  doubt  stimulated  the  demand  and  resulted  in  the  high  rate  of 
protection,  i.e.  96.9 c/°»  The  fall  to  29.4/b  is  partly  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  public’s  memory  can  be  short,  but  also  may 
be  attributable  to  a  Ministry  circular  which  advised  vaccination 
in  the  2nd  year  of  life,  previously  vaccination  was  carried  out 
during  the  first  six  months  of  the  baby’s  life.  Parish  and 
Cannon,  authors  of  a  book  dealing  with  immunization  against  various 
diseases,  state  in  connection  with  Smallpox  vaccination  -  "in  practice 
the  longer  the  deferment  the  greater  is  the  risk  of  vaccination 
not  being  done  at  all". 


I  recently  came  across  part  of  a  copy  of  the  Yeovil  Leader, 
dated  February  3rd,  1908.  Arising  out  of  the  Education  (Additional 
j  Provisions)  Act,  1 908,  the  then  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr,  K.  Page 
•onducted  a  health  survey  of  school  children,  50  boys  and  50  girls. 

The  children  were  selected  at  random  and  a  fair  proportion  from  each 
school  in  the  town. 

Nutrition  55  well  fed,  43  moderate  and  2  underfed. 

Cleanliness  48  very  clean  condition,  4 2  moderate  and  9  not  up  to 

the  mark. 

Dental  Health  4  children  with  decayed  teeth,  1  with  9,  1  with  8. 

7  with  6,  16  with  5>  10  with  4,  1 7  with  3,  22  frith  2 
and  10  with  1.  There  were,  in  fact,  88  cases  with 
defective  teeth  and  12  with  all  good  teeth. 

The  statistics  also  showed  that  26  children  were  suffering  from 
tonsillitis,  5  from  bad  hearing,  5  were  short-sighted  and  5  ophthalmic. 

There  was  one  child  with  an  impediment  in  speech,  one  suffering  from 
valvular  heart  disease,  4  from  tuberculous  disease,  3  from  eczema  of 
the  ear,  one  child  was  wearing  spectacles  needlessly,  two  were  suffering 
from  anaemia,  two  from  eczema  of  the  face,  one  from  a  slight  goitre 
and  6  with  parasitic  heads. 

Prompted  by  the  above,  I  thought  it  would  be  of  interest  to  compare 
figures  from  Dr.  Fage’s  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  1908  -  the  corresponding  figures  for  1964  are  in  brackets.

Dr.  Page  comments  "that  previous  to  1905  the  Borough  had 
practically  no  immunity  from  Diphtheria  for  30  years.  It  is  a 
difficult  disease  to  eradicate  from  a  populous  place,  especially 
with  an  industrial  community  having  much  intercourse  with  an  extensive 
surrounding  area.  From  the  above  figures  and.  part  local  history  of 
the  malady  I  hope  we  shall  shortly  regain  at  all  events,  comparative 
freedom  from  the  disease".  The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  for 
the  following  years  were  1909  -  37  cases,  1910  -  13  cases,  19 14-  -  98 
cases  and  in  1921  -  46  cases.

PHYSICAL  FEAT: RE  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Borough  of  Yeovil  comprises  an  area  of  2,293  acres  and  is 
situated  at  the  extreme  South  of  the  County  of  Somerset,  on  the 
borders  of  Dorset,  in  the  midst  of  an  agricultural  area. 

The  town  is  located  on  the  Upper  and  Middle  Lias sic  Formation. 
The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay,  lying  upon  marlstone  with  the  Midford  Sands 
at  Hendford  Kill. 

The  greatest  elevations  within  the  Borough  are:  on  ‘the  North, 
Mudford  S-oad,  371  feet;  on  the  ,;rest,  Bunford  Lane,  233  feet;  and  on 
the  South,  Test  Coker  'Road,  309  feet.  The  lowest  point  is  on  the  East, 
beyond  the  sewage  works,  96.7  feet. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  the  various  sources,  the 
majority  being  situated  in  Dorset.  The  sources  of  supply  are  as  follows 
Spring  Pond  ( two  springs),  Svershot  Tunnel,  upper  and  lower  Haydon  ”rood, 
Stockwood  and  the  Cattistock  source,  which  consists  of  four  boreholes. 

All  the  water  is  chlorinated,  and  frequent  bacteriological  analyses  show 
the  water  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality.  The  present  demand  for  the 
Borough  is  1,750,000  gallons  per  day,  which  necessitates  the  water  supply 
from  the  above  sources  being  supplemented  with  water  derived  from  the 
Sutton  Bingbsam  Reservoir.

OCCUPATION 


One  of  the  main  industries  of  Yeovil  is  in  the  manufacture  of 
leather  gloves,  and  includes  all  processes  from  the  preparation  of  the 
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raw  hides  to  the  production  of  the  finished  article.  This  trade 
gives  factory  and  home  employment  to  a  large  number  of  persons 
of  both  sexes. 

In  addition  to  the  gloving  industry,  there  is  a  thriving 
aircraft  industry  and  otherlight  engineering  industries.  There  is 
.also  a  large  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  perserved  foods  and  dairy 
produce. 

YEOVIL  HOSPITAL 

The  Hospital  Services  in  the  Borough  are  administered  by 
the  South  Somerset  Hospital  Management  Committee,  under  the  general 
direct ion  of  the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Situated  in 
the  Borough  are 

(l  )  The  Yeovil  &  Dis  rict  Hospital  -  an  acute  general  hospital, 

(2)  Summerlands  Hospital  -  mainly  used  as  a  geriatric  hospital. 

(3)  Yeovil  Ma  temity  Hospital  (Five  Crossways)  -  14  beds. 

M  Balidon  Maternity  Hospital  -  a.G-eneral  Practitioner  Unit  -  17  beds. 

The  Yeovil  Hospital  consists  of  *  92  beds,  of  pkich  6  beds  are 
private.  The  number  of  patients  discharged  throughout  the  year  was 
2,776  (2,723  in  1963).  In  addition,  6,925  new  patients  attended  the 
Specialist  and  Out-patient  clinics,  making  a  total  number  of  attendances 
of  26,656. 


In  addition,  there  were  1,801  attendances  at  the  Orthoptic 
Department,  and  29,4-22  units  of  work  were  carried  out  in  the  Radiological 
Depart  mas.  t. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital  treatment  are 
treated  at  the  South  Pethertoh  Hospital  (50  beds).  In  general,  only 
the  Cubicle  Block  (10  beds)  is  required,  and  the  other  40  beds  are 
utilized  for  post-operative  cases,  so  relieving  the  strain  on  Yeovil 
Hospital  and  for  G-eneral  Practitioner  patients  and  semi-chronic  sick. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A  Chest  Clinic  is  held  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  at  the  Yeovil 
Hospital.  Patients  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted  to  sanatoria 
at  Taunton. 

CHRONIC  SICK 

Summer lands  Hospital  (100  beds),  which  is  situated  in  the 
Borough,  is  the  largest  hospital  in  the  area  used  for  this  purpose. 

This  hospital  was  originally  a  Poor  Law  Institute  built  i_R‘  1 837>  and 
the  lay-out,  etc.,  does  not  conform  with  the  accepted  standards  of  today. 
Further,  there  is  a  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  but  despite  these  handicaps 
valuable  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Hospital. 

laboratory  service 

A  laboratory  is  located  at  the  Yeovil  Hospital.  The  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory  at  Taunton,  at  which 
bacteriological  examination  of  swab,  blood,  sputum  and  fa©ces  is  carried 
out.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  for  the  examination  of  milk, 
foods,  water  supplies  and  sewage  effluents  are  also  carried  out.

vital  STATISTICS  OP ;  'T7HE  YEAR 

The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  show  the 
number  of  births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  made  for  transfers 
to  the  normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals  concerned.  From 
tb’.se  figures  can  be  calculated  the  ."crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  As, 
however,  the  highest  mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and 
industrial  areas  in  general  haye  a  bigger  proportion  of  people  living 
in  the  middle  age  periods  of  life,  some  correction  must  be  made  for 
the  irregularities  of  distribution  as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  otherwise 
the  death  rate  will  afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the.  healthi¬ 
ness  of  one  district  with  another.  This  comparability  factor  is 
furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  and  applied  to  the  "crude"  birth 
or  deeth  rate,  gives  a  standardised  rate  and  enables  comparison  to  be 
made  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  or  with  rates  of  other 
districts .

There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  'deaths,  315  in 
1964,  as  compared  with  31 A  for  the  previous  year.  The  Standardised  Death 
Rate  was  11,6,  as  compared  with  11.8  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.3. 

The  following  table  shows  the  age  and  sex  incidence,  and  it 
will  be  noted  that  amongst  the  males,  of  the  171  deaths,  56  occurred 
amongst  those  65  years  and  over,  and  51  amongst  those  75  years  and  over. 

Of  the  females,  out  of  the  total  of  144  deaths,  35  were  65  years  and  over, 
and  80  were  75  years  and  over.

BLOOD  EXAMINATION  CLINIC 


This  clinic  was  co.  menced  in  1947.  It  is  held  at  the 
Preston  Hoad  Clinic,  Yeovil.  Since  its  inception,  8,691  individual 
pregnant  woman  have  been  examined,  1,008  examinations  being  carried  out 
in  1964. 

The  areas  from  which  the  patients  are  drawn,  are,  as 
would  he  expected,  mainly  the  Yeovil  Borough  and  Yeovil  Rural  District. 
Patients  are  referred  by  the  private  practitioner  or  midwife,  without 
previous  appointment.  A  card  showing  the  patient’s  blood  group,  and 
whether  she  is  Rh.  Positive  or  Rh.  Negative,  is  forwarded  to  her  direct, 
together  with  a  covering  letter  emphasising  the  importance  of  her 
retaining  the  card  in  case  she  ever  requires  a  blood  transfusion  for 
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any  purpose.  A  report  giving  further  information,  including  percentage 
of  haemoglobin  and  ’7.R.  test,  is  forwarded  to  the  private  doctor,  and 
a  copy  of  this  report  is  also  forwarded  to  the  Midwife  or  Matron  of  the 
maternity  unit,  depending  on  where  the  patient  is  having  the  confinement. 
Previously,  similar  information  was  forwarded  to  Yeovil  Hospital  in  case 
the  patient  was  admitted  there  for  any  reason  and  required  a  blood  trans¬ 
fusion,  but  a  copy  is  now  forwarded  direct  by  the  Laboratory  doing  the 
tests . 


A  record  of  all  blood  tests  is  kept  at  the  Public  Health 
Department.  In  the  esse  of  second  or  subsequent  pregnancies  of 
Rh.  Negative  women,  as  the  test  is  normally  carried  out  early  in  pregnancy 
a  further  test  is  carried  out  6  to  8  weeks  before  the  expected  date  of 
confinement,  to  exclude  antibodies.  If  antibodies  are  found  to  be  present 
and  if  in  sufficient  quantities  to  threaten  the  welf ar  :  of  the  baby  when 
born,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  baby  to  be  born  either  at  Bristol  or 
Taunton,  so  that  the  blood  transfusion  of  the  baby  can  be  carried  out  if 
necessary.

This 
consists  ndinly  of  re-inf orcement  inoculations  of  children  already 
immunized,  but  children  who  have  been  "missed*  in  infancy  are 
also  immunized. 

(j)  Breathing  Exercises  Clinic. 

The  Breathing  Exercises  Clinic  was  established  in  1950,  and  is 
intended  mainly  "for  children  who  have  Asthma,  but  also  for  other  children 
with  a  history  of  chest  trouble  and  for  whom  breathing  exercises  are  valuable. 
The  number  of  children  initially  enrolled  was  34,  the  number  on  the  roll 
in  December,  1 964, was  &0.  The  total  number  of  attendances  during  the  year 
was  474,  and  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  236  children  have  been,  or 
are  being  treated.  Thbre  is  a  marked  improvement  physically  of  children 
attending  regularly,  as  shown  by  the  increase  in  chest  expansion  and  also 
by  clinical  examination  of  the  chest.  In  addition,  the  children  develop 
a  sense  of  self-confidence  as  they  learn  how  to  combat  an  impending 
attach  of  Asthma,  and  there  is  a  marked  improvement  of  physique  and  general 
posture .

HOUSING  ACT 


A  total  of  596  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with  since  1955 
and  the  major  task  of  dealing  with  this  problem  has  now,  except  for  small 
odd  groups  and  iboolutod  properties,  been  virtually  completed. 


Attention  is  now  directed  more  toward  repairing  those  houses 
which  are  worth  saving  from  further  deterioration  and  have  a  potential 
future  life.  In  this  direction  grants  are  of  much  assistance, 
although  it  is  not  always  understood  tho„t  a  grant  itself  will  not 
bring  the  house  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  without  repairs,  to 
any  defects  which  Ei  ay  c^ist.

This  y oar  has  boon  notable  for  the  additional  amount  of  local  work 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  connection  with  the  Aberdeen 
Typhoid  outbreak,  in  tracing  suspect  canned  moat  in  the  Borough, 
a  total  of  535  visits  were  made  to  various  promises,  including  Hotels, 
Schools,  Clubs  and  factory  canteens  „  Although  most  visits  we  re  abortive 
some  of  the  suspect  tins  were  discovered  and,  in  one  instance,  quite 
a  lar go  quancicy,  all  round  were  immediately  v/ithhold  from  sale  and 
use.  It  is  believed  that  as  a  direct  result  of  the  Aberdeen  affair, 
and  the  inevitable  publicity,  the  general  public  have  become  more 
discriminate  in  the  purchase  of  foodstuff,  this  fact  is  reflected 
in  the  increase  in  the  number  of  food  complaints  received  during  the 
year,  when  four  firms  wore  prosecuted  for  offences -Under  Section  2 

ict  and  fines  aero  imposed.

275  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  approximately  400  to 
food  stalls  and  mobile  food  vehicles.  The  general  standard  is 
reasonably  satisfy ctory  and  my  staff  continue  to  get  co-operation  from 
firms  in  an  endeavour  to  further  improved  standards  of  hygiene. 

Whilst  larger  forms  are  constantly  issuing  instructions  to  branch 
managers  on  this  matter,  it  does  seem  that  much  is  dependent  upon 
young  employees  who  arc  taken  on  in  the  food  trade  without  oUiy  basic 
training  in  food  hygiene.  It  is  hopod  that  the  time  will  come  when  all 
school  leavers,  who  arc  likely  to  be  employed  in  this  manner  will  bp 
given  some  tuition  on  this  vital  subject,  before  leaving  sbhool.

OFFICES  SHOPS  &  HAIL  EY  PREMISES  ACT  1963. 


The  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act  1963,  which  has 
now  been  on  the  Statute  Book  for  12  months  was  a  Ion.;  awaited 
legislation,  which  aims  at  improving  the  environmental  health 
conditions  in  Offices,  Shops  etc.  Since  its  inception, 
there  have  been  no  less  than  25  circulars  and  supplements, 
together  with  10  sets  of  Regulations  and  urders,  issued  in 
connection  with  the  Act. 


A  good  deal  of  preliminary  work  was  necessary  before 
detialcd  inspections  could  be  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  it  is  true  to  say  that  there  has  been  some  reluc¬ 
tance  in  accepting  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  including 
a  poor  initial  response  in  returning  Notification  of 
Employment. 

It  is  not  perhaps  generally  realised  that  any  infringements 

bring  liability  to  summery  prosecution,  since  there  is  no 

provision  for  statutory  notice  procedure,  as  in  some  other 
legislation.
